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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-13, drawn to a product containing L-ascorbic acid and pectin. 

II. Claims 14-21, drawn to a process of making said product by fluidized-bed 
granulation method. 

Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the 
product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process such as spray-drying 
method described in Schmidt et al. (US 4605666) or alternatively with direct compression (US 
3459863), wet granulation (GB 1 109186), lyophilisation (US 3778510), high-shear granulation 
(US 5451409) or extrusion method (US 6071539). 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

Furthermore, if applicant elects Group II invention, it is subject to further restriction as 
followings. 

11(a). Claims 14-18, drawn to a process for preparing a powder or granule composition. 
11(b). Claims 19, drawn to a method of binding a powder or granule composition. 
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11(c). Claims 20, drawn to a method of making a compressed tablet with improved color 
stability and tablet hardness. 

11(d). Claim 21, drawn to a method of binding L- ascorbic acid and/or a 
pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof. 

Inventions I and IV are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they 
are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
inventions have different modes of operation, different functions, or different effects. 

Group 11(a) invention is different from Group 11(c) because a power or granule 
composition can be formulated into various forms, for example, capsules, pellets, beads, 
suspension, elixir, etc. . other than tablets (they have different effects). Group 11(a) invention is 
different from Group 11(b) or Group 11(d) because they have different modes of operation or 
different functions as indicated above (a method of preparing vs. a method of binding) . Group 
11(b) invention is different from Group 11(c) invention because a method of making a compressed 
tablet can prepared in "dry slugging method" without binding process (they have different modes 
of operation or different functions). Furthermore, the compressed tablet with improved color 
stability can be prepared with lubricant (US 3459863). Group 11(b) invention is different from 
Group 11(d) invention because they have different modes of action or different functions. 

A telephone call was made to Mr. Stephen J. Brown on March 8, 2002 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made. 
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Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 
1.143).
